Og,che next day, which, was 24areh the 11. the wings were 
quiet and {til}; and the Sun. (þew?d.nothimfelt 18) that day, and ar 
nine 10.the eyening the carth, began to.tremble again, -and continued 
ſo all night, until cuorning. The next day the Sun appear'd nrofffien- 
didly, which, remoy'd-our fears and apprehenſions, and added rew: 
life to our conſternared ſouls. Bur we are certainly inform'd-vpon 
the Atteſtations and Depoſitiens. gf ſeveral credible and worthy per- 
ſans, we yrere-pblickly examin'd abour the truth of this matrer; 
thatthisEarthguake went by.degrees and ſucceſlively as fat as Bada in: 
Hupg aryzWhere on March t 5,'(was.ſonuthing more violent than with 
us, but ſtill without any conſiderable miſchief ro the inbabitants. 
The diſcourſe of this Earthquake began now to be laid afide, and. 
every one now forbore apy further tro diſcounſe of it, until the third 
of April,when;his Imperial Majeſties Ewvox (who had ſomieimonths 
before been ſent to the Ortoman Court with an expreſs concerning 
ſome important Afairs of the Empire) return'd, who gave a more 
particular and fuller account of the progreſs,. continuation aychend: 
of this Earthquake, as alls of the vehemency and diſmal eftes of iry. 


as he had carefully remark'd them ip his travels.from Conſtantinople - 


to Vienna in Germany, This worthy Perſonage affirm'd,.that about 
fix miles on this ſide Adrianople,there was a little Village on the fide 
of a bill, call'd by the, Tark Imreſts. whighwaswhbolly abforpr and 
ſwallow'd up in the dreadful hiatwy or openingrot the eatth,'-caus'd 
by the violence of the Earthquake, and that fiilkahere comes forth 
great quantity of ſmoak, and in the night flames, to the. grear-ter- 
ror and aſtoniſhment of the inhabitants round about. This noble 
Perſon had not paſs'd half a days journey further., but be heard 
more diſmal news.of the dire effe&s of, this ,vehement &arthquake. 
Here he ſaw multitudes of people, men women apd.childring, wan- 
dring about in.a moſtdeſolate and ſad;condition, bemoaiing bitter- 
1y their hard fortune, and the loſs of. their eſtates: and/houſes which . 


were conſum'd by fire which broke ont of the earth, and-part:of the

Flere was abour ſeven ſmall Towns ” conſumn'd topetker, the - 
ef of which is call'd by the Tw#s 7ogelters: The voor Mllbtines 
had timely'notice of the enſuing calanuty, for above three days to- 

ther betoie they deferted the Villages, the Sun was obſcur'd and 
; ken'd, there was continual thundring, moſt dreadful concuſſions 
and-commotions ofrh6.eatth; by the vehemence whereof moſt of the 


houſes were pitiopſly,defac'd and'ſhatter'd, The Mahomerans being 


 apptehenſive of the bad econfequenrs which might follow theſe ter- 


rible ſigns, quirted;their houſes,! and berook themſelves t6' the open 
plains : and ir was well they did fo, for the very night following Aa- 
dem Natare fell again into' 8 moſt terrible Convullion, her very 
bowels were rent afunder by Subterranean fire, ſmoak-and moſt ini- 
peruous blaſts of wind ;'fire was vomired'np, and ſuch'a contitival 
and huge quantity of ſmoak, that for ſome days rogether ir almolt 
wholly obſcur'd the Sun. | 
As this Perſon of Honor paſs'd along towards Belprade,he ſaw no. 
more confiderable miſchiet produc'd by this. Concuffian of the 
earth, until] within almoſt a days journey of Be/zrade,upon the plains. 
of Sinſat, where there was a vaſt Chaſmeor aperture of the ground, 
caus'd by the imperuous eruption of theſe Subterraneous blaſts: bur, 
hete was no belching up of flames, noſmoak,. or any other diſmal.

| 8S Ordinary Ambaſſader, Thus much concerning matter of fa&t, and 


concerning tt.e late great, Earthquake in Germeny and Tarky, Now I 
intend briefly to lay dawn the Sentireats and Opinions of Philoſo- 
phers concerning the nature, the different ſpecies, and the ſeveral 
cauſes of . Earthquakes in general. | 

Seneca in his Netural Queſtions (1:b,6.) and Phny in his Natural 
Hiſtory (lib.2. cap.79+) unanimouſly conclude, that an Earthquake is 
the very (ame thing in the eacth, that a Thunderclap is in the clouds, 


_ and that the hiatrs and rapture is caus'd when the tumultuous blaſt 


or Work imperuouſly breaks forth and gainsirs liberty. And this is 
partly the Sentiment of Ariſtotle, and the whole School of Peripate- 
ricks, as is evident in their Works and Writings, who generally con- 
clude, the efficient cauſe of Earthquakes to be ſubterranean. and tu- 


 mvltuous blaſts of winds, included in the bowels and caverns of 


the ea:th,and violently ſorcing a paſſage out.Thales AAgleſine that an- 
cient Philoſopher affirm'd , that water was the cauſe of. Eerthquakese 


This man,as Sepecs reports of hin;(N ater Queſt.tib.6.c.6.)did aflert, 


that water was the firſt principle of all chings, .and that the whole 
earth did float up and down upon the Occan like a huge Veſlel or 
Ship,and that an Earthquake was nothing elſe but a. violent agitation 
or toſſing of the carth upon the Sea. The chiet reaſon which mov'd 


Thales to embrace this opinion, was, beeauſe in many great Earth- 


gaakes there is an eruption of. new ſprings, fountains and rivers. See 
more of this opinion in the fore-cited ,place of Seneca. 


Seneca in the enſping.Chapter,'clls us of ſome other Philoſophers 


who affirm'd, tiiat water was the cfficier.t cauſe of Earthquakes, bur, 


not aftcr the ſame manner as Thales.maintain'd. Theſe men were of 
opinion,.that in.the bowels of the carththere was an immenſe quan- 


' tity of watcr,vaſt lakes, and ponds, and navigable rivers;and chat this 


Subterranean water was.the material cauſe of the eruption and per- 
petal cmanation of ſprings and fountains in divers parts of the 
world : and that theſe Subterranean waters by their perpetual mo- 
tion and courſe, did by degrees eat away and conſume their bapks, 


and undermine the pillars and, foundations. of the carth z ſo by ron- 
| | | ſequence 
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f6quenee that when theſe pillars of che earth fall, there'neceſſarily 
follows a finking, collapſion or concuffion of the: earth r and chus 
they: ſay Earthqmakes are caus'd, | 

Senecs in his 9 Chapter tells us,that ſome of the Ancients athrmi'd,; 
Subterranean fire to be the cauſe of Earthquakes : which dy burning, 


- waſting and conſuming.che-inward parts of the carth, caſes a fal- 
| ling or ſudden ({inking down of ſome parts of the Earth, _ So that by 


theſe mens reckoning the Subterranean fire doth cauſe an Eartii> 
quake, ruins &.collapſu-partinrm, . byte ſudden fall or ſublidence of 
the earch, when its props and pillars areconſunr'd by fire, And they 
endeavourto make this opinton probable by atledging and inftan- 
cing, that in ſeveral Eiribqabes there has been great and terrible. 
eruptions of fire , flame and ſmoak from out of .the Chaſmata and 
apertures of the carth, | 

The ſame Author in the 14 Chapter of his fixth Book of Natural 
Queſtions tells us, that there were ſume Philoſophers who held, that 
the carth was a living Creature, endu'd with a rational ſoul, and 
co ſenſe and mavtion, -ſo that an Earthquake was no+ 
thing but a ſudden Qualm ot Trembling of this huge Animal 3 or ra- 
ther a Conwulfron Fit, or Madam Nature opprelſs'd withthe Fit of an 
ene. . And this opinion was embrac'd and defended by many of 
the Pythygerean, Platonick and Stoick . Philoſophers , who generally 
held thecarth to be a /iving Creature, 4 

Callifthenes a learned man, and an intimate Companion to Greet 
Alexander, has writ a whole Treatiſe on this ſubje&, This learn» 
ed manfays, that vapors and winds do infinuate into the blind cax 
verns of *the carth, . which afterwards being pent in,. and finding no 
egreſs, gaule a violent concuffion and ſhaking of the earth : and this 
he ſays happens molt frequently to maritimeiCountreys. And pro+ 
bably it is from hence that Homer calls Neprume 'Emuiyai@; 1,0. Cons 
cuffer terre,. the Shaker and Mover of the Earth: -
